Gen. James P. McGranery, who 
sa^l a Justice Department Inves- 
tigation of more than a year indi- 
cated that seven large companies 
dominated the world oil market. 


McGranery named Leonard Em- 


merglick, a top Anti-Trust Div- 
ision attorney, to head a special 
Justice Department staff to pre- 
sent the case before a jury here.

31 years old, former Sheffield rest- 
dent and veteran of'World War U, 
who died in a Cleveland hospital 
early Tuesday morning as a result 
of injuries received the night be- 
fore when he was struck by a 
truck on a Cleveland street, will 
be brought to Sheffield Thursday 
evening for removal to the Borden 
Funeral Home. 
Friends will be 


received there at the regular call- 
ing houra, beginning at 9:00 a. m. 
Friday, and services will ba held 
at the funeral home at 2:00 p. m. 
Saturday. The Rev. Grant L. 
Mottern, pastor of Sheffield M«th- 
dist church, will conduct th« 
•rites and the military honors at 
the graveside in Sheffield cemetery 
will be In charge of the Nicholas 
and Michael Peroski Post No. 8755, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, of 
Sheffield. 


Few details of the accident have 


been learned by relatives here, be- 
yond the fact that the operator of 
the truck la being held by police 
until an Inquest will be held to- 
morrow. 


Eyewitnesses of the fatality are 


said to have told police officials the 
truck driver, an acquaintance of 
Snyder, drove his car straight at 
the latter in an attempt to fright- 
en him.

Snyder was born in Sheffield on 


February 15, 1921, a son of Foster 
and Mary B. Snyder. Hi* father 
was killed in a - woods -accident 
at Sheffield 16 years ago thi», 
morning, and his mother, later 
married to Jacob Eschenbach of 
Klnzua, died on March 16, thia 
year. 


Young Snyder, who attended 


Sheffield schools, enlisted 
In the 


U. S. Navy at Buffalo, N. Y., in 
October, 1940, and received his 
honorable discharge at 
Philadel- 


phia in 1946. 
He received the 


Purple Heart while serving as 
boatswain's mate 
second class 


aboard the battleship USS Mary- 
land, for wounds received in ac- 
tion at Pearl Harbor, and, later, 
shared with others in a Presiden- 
tial Citation awarded the Douglas 
Fox when it was struck by a sui- 
cide plane off Okinawa. He also 
saw service with the off-shore 
battery in Iwo Jima action. 


After his return from service 


he went to Cleveland, where he 
had been employed for the 'past 
six years as a die-maker in a 
steel mill. 


Surviving are his wife, Alice; 


two brothers and three sisters: 
Vera, James and Mary Lou Sny- 
der, Klnzua; Mrs. Margaret Nor- 
man, Euclid, O., and Russell Sny- 
der, in Cleveland.

DANGER SIGNALS OF A MENTAL CRACK-UP 


(From Fatten Progress, official publication of the 
Patton, Cal., State Hospital. 
Reprinted from The 


Occasionr1 of Warren State Hospital.) 


Statistics show that there are some million Ameri- 


cans \vho suffer from emotional difficulties that affedt 
, their lives adversely in varying degrees. The ail- 
ments of at least half the patients who crowd doctors 
waiting rooms are either caused by or aggravated by 
emotional or mental factors. 
i 


Where can these millions turn for help? The 


number of psychiatrists is inadequate. The situation 
in regard to low cost clinics is even worse. 


Not all the millions of emotionally distressed need 


professional psychiatric treatment. The trouble has 
been, authorities- complain, that most of us wait until 
we're on the verge of emotional collapse before we 
decide to do something about it. A considerable de- 
gree of self help is possible if we can only be taught 
to recognize within ourselves the symptoms of emo- 
tional distress that may be the fore-runners of more 
serious mental troubles. 


It used to be thought .that a nervous "breakdown" 


was due to a'sudden failure of our nervous system to 
function properly. But study has since shown con- 
clusively that mental breakdown, like most "mental" 


^.illness, is the end product of warped emotions whose 


roots frequently go back to early childhood. 


A number of symptoms 6f inner emotional distress 


which, authorities agree, should not be allowed to go 


* unheeded are: hopelessness, psychosomatic com- 


plaints, fears and anxieties, insomnia, escape, sex, 
worry, moods, indecisiveness, and the fear of being 
-wrong. Some of us are unconsciously driven to bol- 
ster up our sagging self esteem by acting as if we 
were always right. No matter what happens, it's the 
other fellow's fault; we're always handy with an 
immediate alibi and show quick sensitivity to even 
the mildest rebuke and a tendency to pass the 
"buck" when something goes wrong are usually in- 
dications of a lack of inner harmony. 


Fortunately for most of us—once we have learn- 


ed the danger signals—we can do a lot to help our- 
selves. The first and most important step is an hon- 
est self appraisal—a willingness to see ourselves as 
we really are, net as we would like to be. There are 
definite limits to self-help, but a determination to 
solve one's difficulties, plus realistic insight, can often 
work wonders. 


How can we gain this insight? Half the battle 


may be won if we can recognize in ourselves the 
symptoms of emotional upset if they exist. We take 
another long stride forward if we are able to accept 
the fact that these disturbances, if severe and con- 
tinuous, are distress signals that we can try to help. 
To those who want to help themselves, several paths 
are open. They can learn to recognize emotional pat- 
terns which appear again and again throughout their 
lives; they can work at tracking down the original 
causes of these patterns, they can enlist the help of 
their religious advisors and of workers trained in so- 
cial problems and they can tap the resources offered 
by the great increase of knowledge in the field of 
psychiatry.

•WASHINGTON— (NBA)—Talk about multi-million dollar campaign 
" funds raised by the labor unions to influence elections seems to 
have been pretty well exaggerated. With -some 15 million members 
in labor unions, various drives for "a buck a member" had a potential 
total of $15 million. But they have never achieved anything lake 
such results. 
; 


CIO's Political Action Committee had its best year in 1950, when 


it received contributions of $1,200,000. CIO now claims about-six 
million members, so this represents one out of five contributing 


With 18 salaried employes in Jack Kroll's PAC headquarters, the 


big Job is research on congressional records for local campaigns, 
preparation of speaker's handbooks and similar activities. Printing 
eats up most of the budget. 


AFL's Labor's League for Political Education has a more compli- 


cated financial structure. 
Its political activities are supported by 


voluntary contributions, and the best collection it has ever made *vas 
$600,000, also in 1950. 


In 1940 LLPE started out to get $2 a head from every AFL mem- 


ber. It was too much. Next year they cut it down to ?l and did 
better, but still not too well, considering that the organization claims 
eight million members. All this $600,000 was sent to the states for 
local political work. 
'THE educational part of LLPE Is supported by a straight 10-cents- 


a-member assessment. This raised another $300,000, since the 


garment worker* and some of the railway unions have their own 
political kittys. When this educational work money runs out, AFL 
calls for another assessment. 


The AFL-sponsored Frank Edwards radio show costs nearly 51 mil-

Pennsylvania's per capita costs 


for public assistance are not only 
relatively low in comparison 
to 


most other states, but are well 
below the .national level. During 
the last year expenditures for aid 
to Pennsylvania's needy people re- 
presented a cost of $10.54 per in- 
habitant of the state as compared 
with ?15.52 for the nation as a 
whole.

Thirty- 
eight other states spent more per- 
capital for assistance grants than 
did Pennsylvania. Colorado spent 
four times as much; Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, Washington and Cali- 
fornia eacji spent three times as 
much; and Massachusetts, Missouri 
and Montana, twice as much. In 
Erie County during the first half 


i of August there were 3,214 per- 


sons, making up 1.5 per cent of 
the population, listed on the rolls.
